Compactor 
Arrives 


At Dump 


The new compactor has arrived 
and is in service at the sanitary 
landfill site. 

The new machine which is de- 
signed to handle the operation of 
a sanitary landfill site properly 
arrived Tuesday and was placed 
in operation the same day. 

The new machinery, approved 
for purchase at the annual town 
meeting, replaces the bulldozer 
which. has been in operation there 
the past few years. 

The town this March approved 
the purchase of the new machine 
for $65,000. 

A year ago, replacement of the 
bulldozer was rejected by the 
voters and the old unit had under- 
gone repairs periodically this past 
year. 

Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade had bids on the new unit 
available for town meeting con- 
sideration this year and pur- 
chase was approved almost with- 
out debate, 

The compactor will be trans- 
ferred to the new site, when such 
is approved and placed in opera- 
tion by the town. 
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The Andover Firefighters union 
has reached agreement on a two 
year contract which calls for a 
five percent salary increase and 
contains provisions allowing for a 
42-hour work week to be acted 
upon in November by the voters 
at election. 

The Public Works employees 
union has also signed a contract, 
for one year, which also provides 
for a five percent salary increase. 

The town manager explained that 
the new contract with the fire- 
fighters had some language 
changes which do not substantially 
alter prior agreements, but were 
necessary for legal ramifications. 

The work week arrangement, 
which is dependent on approval 
of the voters, has the approval 
of the selectmen. 

A memorandum of agreement 
is included in the contract which 
states, ‘‘the board of selectmen 
unanimously approves the agree- 
ment negotiated between the town 
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manager and the Firefighters 
union.”’ 

Andover is the only community 
in the immediate area not having 
a 42-hour work week for its fire- 
fighters. The local department is 
still on a 48-hour work week. 

If the voters reject this provi- 
sion of the contract on the ballot 
in November, the contract must 
be renegotiated. 

The provision will necessitate 
appointment of additional men to 
the department. 

The salary increase provisions 
of the contract provide for a base 
salary for a firefighter of $8,342. 
The maximum for a private is 
$9,849. 

For lieutenants, there are two 
steps, $10,371 minimum and 
$10,833 maximum under the new 
contract, 

In the public works department, 
the one year pact also contains

The Andover school department 
has decided to open its learning 
disability tutor training course 
to teachers and tutors from other 
school systems, on a tuitionbasis. 

The decision is in response to 
the interest of other school 
systems in the learning disability 
tutor training offered by Mrs. 
Pamela Kviledval, LD supervisor 
for the Andover system. 

The next class will start June 
26 and end July 21, taught by 
Mrs. Pamela Kvilekval, super- 
visor of learning disabilities in 
Andover schools. Only certified 
teacher:, and presently employed 
tutors |r teachers’ aides are 
elegible ‘or the course, 

The leacning disabilities train- 
ing courre is offered to Andover 
teachers without charge, for in- 
service credit, by the Andover 
school system. 

Present Andover school policy is 
to extend learning disabilities 
training to as many regular class- 
room teachers as possible. Mrs, 
Kvilekval has been offering the 
course throughout the year, and 
approximately 60 regular class- 
room teachers have received the 
training. 

Andover’s learning disabilities 
program now includes detective 
and preventive work in the early 
grades, to keep perceptual diffi- 
culties from growing into learning 
disabilities and academic prob- 
lems. The emphasis is on regular 
teachers being trained for preven- 
tive and teaching in this area. 

Mrs. Kvilekval says that her 
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previous courses’ have had 
visitors. The decision to open the 
class up to teachers and tutors 
in Greater Lawrence and Lowell 
stems from a desire to assist 
other school systems in estab- 
lishing learning disability pro- 
grams, or equipping their regular 
teachers to cope with detection, 
prevention and treatment of per- 
ceptual difficulties in the regular 
classroom.

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Students Simulate Space Flight 


Using Apollo 16 as the motiva- 
tional focal point, the science class 
at South School has emphasized 
the exploration of space via learn- 
ing packets containing ‘‘core 
materials supplemented by a 
variety of NASA publications.” 

Each class has been regrouped 
to form ‘‘crews’’ of three, each 
with its own Flight Commander 
(group leader), Command Module 
Pilot (group writer), and Lunar 
Module Pilot (group member). A 
‘*Space Log’? has been kept from 
the initial stages of the crew 
development. Class discussion has 
continually stressed the responsi- 
bility of a group and its members. 

From thetime the crews decided 
who would be which astronaut, it 
was quite evident that the child- 
ren were enjoying this approach. 

The first task of the crew was 
to design its own insignia and 
this was accomplished in art class 
where many creative designs re- 
sulted and were reproduced on 
colorful felt. These _ insignia 
patches have been worn by many 
of the students and they are quite 
proud of them. 

Brainstorming is a most im- 
portant part. of this approach be- 
cause each member of the crew 
becomes an important segment of 
his group. Creating lists of things 
they already know or a list of 
things to be checked before an 
important event in the explora- 
tion sequence has proved to be of 
a great value for eachcrew. There 
has been a great deal of sharing 
of knowledge and pride in their 
work, 

The first brainstorming ses- 
sion took place with the listing of 
things the crews already knew 
about the moon. This list is used 
as a preassessment and will be 


used again to compare what has 
been learned from the Space Ex- 
ploration unit. The final list is 
used as a post assessment and can 


be shown to contain a great deal 


of growth. 

The second brainstorming ses- 
sion followed investigation of the 
‘¢core’’ materials related toApollo 
and the Saturn V launch, Each 
crew created a ‘‘checklist’’ of 
important components needed to 
be checked before the crew could 
venture into space via simulation. 
A count-down sequence tape was 
used to help the crews better 
understand what would be needed. 

Having completed the necessary 
re-flight preparation, some crews 
designed flight panels with the as- 
sistance of Mrs. Johnson. The 
relationship of the checklist and 
flight panel make it quite easy for 
the crews to understand the 
importance of a simulated launch 
into space. 

The crews took positions outside 
room 5 and were directed to their 
positions of flight under certain 
tables, Using the underside of the 
tables as a flight control panel and 
the prerecorded count-down se- 
quence the crews experienced 
‘lift-off’? through simulation and 
eventually went into Earth orbit. 

An investigation is now being 
conducted related to the moon in 
anticipation of a walk on the moon. 
This investigation will be foliowed 
by a simulated lift-off from the 
lunar surface and reentry into the 
Earth’s atmosphere and splash- 
down. 

Following ‘‘splashdown”’ will be 
a ‘‘News Conference” when what 
has been discovered during the unit 
will be shared with the rest of the 
class. As a post assessment, this 
news conference will serve to show 
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growth in science and la 
the Space Log will be eiliaion 
for language skills.

One of the activities to be per- 
formed on the simulated moon is 
the building of an observatory 
which is used to look back at 
Earth. In order to do this proper- 
ly, the astronauts need very good 
map skills, and what better place 
to develop these than on the moon, 
Fortunately for us, the Andover 
Individualized Reading System 
contains a very good section for 
map skills and this section has 
been utilized as part of the inter- 


disciplinary approach. 


Creative writing has become a 
great subject area to express 
thoughts and feeling related to 
many of the ‘‘story starters” Mrs, 
Johnson and Mr. Bateman have 
related. These creative writing 
stories are used to continue the 
development of language arts skills 
and one of the objectives will be 
to put all of the lunar stories to- 
gether and create a Moon Book 
Stories written by children. 

Math will be integrated through 
special small groups, crews of 9 
or 12, working with Miss LeFort 
on’ computer number base theory 
and numeration. Our math lab 
will also create scope designs to be 
used as indicators of position while 
in flight. 

As a supplement to this space 
unit some crews are performing 
special experiments with Tom 
Barber, a student at Phillips Aca- 
demy, and parts of these plant 
experiments are done at Evans 
Hall at Phillips Academy. Special 
project reports will be given by 
these crews.

These tempers are included in 
the general as well as the specific 
applications of the artist’s intellect 
and knowledge, especially those 
that will-fully or unconsciously di- 
rect his efforts in resolving and 
making decisions necessary to the 
general as well as detailed matters 
of his creative work.

Tradition Guide 
To Birds’ Singing 


A robin lacks pucker-power. 

The deficiency may come as 
a surprise to those who awaken 
each morning to the whistled 
theme of the robin national an- 
them. It especially may be doubted 
by those light sleepers who know 
that the robin chorus starts near 
dawn, according to the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society. 

Nevertheless, robins and other 
songbirds generate whistle notes 
in quite different fashion from the 
methods humans use. Indeed, song- 
birds go about the whole vocal 
business backward, so far as 
human physiology is concerned. 
If bird song seems to have more 
heart, it may be because it comes 
from nearer the heart. 

The human whistles through 
lips, of course, and his voice 
sound box lies in the throat. The 
bird lacks lips and uses its throat 
for other things. Its ‘‘voice 
box’’ lies at the base of its 
windpipe where the lungs join it. 
In other words, the distance be- 
tween the location of the human 
larynx and the bird’s syrinx is 


the length of a windpipe or trachea. 


Since birds with fancy songs 
usually have five to seven pairs 
of vibrating muscles in the voice 
box, one might suppose that a 
bird such as the parrot might 
have quite a clutter of muscles. 
But it does not work that way. 
Parrots whistle and mimic mam- 
mal voices and achieve the ver- 
satility with only three pairs of 
syrinx muscles,

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society urges everyone to examine 
gardening supplies and insec- 
ticides carefully. Some pesticides 
are deadly, illegal chemicals which 
can kill more than the user intends. 

The dangerous pesticides in- 
clude DDT, DDD (TDE), DDE, 
dieldrin, aldrin, endrin, heptach- 
lor, toxaphene, chlordane, 
benezenehexachloride (BHC) and 
lindane. Products containing these 
compounds should neither be used 
nor thrown away, since they do 
not break down in water, air, or 
soil, but maintain their harmful 
properties for many years, 

During Audubon Week, May 14 
through 20, and throughout the 
Summer months, Audubon sanc- 
tuaries will accept hard pesticides 
and dispose of them in an 
environmentally sound manner.

Persistent chemical pesticides 
threaten man and wildlife because 
they concentrate in the fatty tis- 
sues of animals, rising in the food 
chain as larger animals eat 
smaller ones, until the ultimate 
predator has extremely larger 
dosages concentrated in his body. 
For instance, DDT sprayed on a 
food crop may be washed into a 
river by rain, where itis absorbed 
by algae and microscopic animals 
in the water. Small fish eat the 
algae, receiving the DDT contained 
in many of the plants. Large fish 
eat the smaller ones, and birds 
eat the large fish, concentrating 
the combined DDT of all the smal- 
ler animals. 


Audubon says the pesticides kill 
beneficial as well as harmful 
insects, and play havoc with wild- 
life, killing some species outright 
and causing such abnormalities 
as birds which lay thin-shelled 
eggs that break in the nest. In 
the most ironic example of its 
harmfulness, DDT is responsible 
for the rapid disappearance of 
America’s symbol - the baldeagie. 

The Massachusetts Pesticide 
Board has banned all uses of DDD 
(TDE), aldrin, endrin, and hep- 
tachlor, and rigidly restricted the 
use of DDT, toxaphene and diel- 
drin. BHC, lindane and chlor- 
dane usage is also restricted.

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Editorial Comment 


The Connector 


Much discussion and review of the proposed connector 
road to Lawrence downtown park from Route 93 in West 
Andover, has taken place. 

It would appear that Andover is concerned mainly about 
the possibility of connecting the trunk sewer system in Law- 
rence to open up its industrial area, while the connector 
road can prove beneficial to both communities. 

If this be the case then the town should be amenable to 
a co-operative attitude toward Lawrence’s plans. 

The trunk sewer connection is needed if Andover’s in- 
dustrial area is to be developed. 

The town has received a report from the Voorhees en- 
gineering -firm outlining the most suitable routes for a 
connector road. | 

One path, that leading from Route 93 to the rear of the 
Vocational school, seems most suitable. It does not disturb 
any homes and touches only slight portions of conservation 
land. 

Such a road would seem unlikely to create additional 
traffic hazards, although admittedly any avenue opened to 
vehicular traffic is eligible to problems. 

Of the two matters facing the communities of Andover 
and Lawrence, it seems more likely there will be a need for 
the sewer connection before a new road is built. 

Andover has some prime, industrial property lying idle 
and being eyed for the past several years by developers of a 


" major nature. 


Several plans have been put forth in recent years, but 
none have moved toward fruition, due possibly principally 
to the question of the installation of utilities. 

As for the connector road, it seems unlikely that it would 
be built in the very immediate future. 

The state does not have the funds for such work, and we 
rather doubt that the city of Lawrence, with its financial 
problems as well as facing major school construction, would 
be undertaking such a capital expenditure venture too soon. 

It would seem advantageous to Andover to look upon the 
issue of the connector road in a co-operative vein, in the 
hopes that continued industrial growth in the western sec- 
tion of town could become more inviting and thus providing 
some further tax relief locally. 


Meetings 


Two important meetings are scheduled for Andover resi- 
dents, one tonight, another on June 22. 

The meeting tonight at Andover High school deals with a 
report of the Extended School Year committee. On June 22: 
the board of health has scheduled a hearing in Memorial 
Hall library for the new dump site. 

Tonight’s meeting involves a report from a group of 
people who have been examining the various facets of the 
year-round school. The committee has been looking into 
such possibilities along with continuing the extended school 
year program as at present that is a voluntary summer pro- 
gram for remedial or enrichment work. 

The school year, and its length, is becoming more and 
more a popular item for discussion. That Andover has taken 
a step to look into the feasibility of such a program for the 
town is worthy of consideration by the townspeople. 

As for the issue of the dump, we are sure that the im- 
portance of the hearing on June 22 needs more than a little 
mention. 

The health authorities, both local and state, are primarily 
responsible for site selection and operation of the new sani- 
tary landfill operation, thus will have a major voice in the 
town’s ultimate decision.

Soil Tests 
Available 
At Waltham 


Now you can bring or send soil 
samples from your lawn or garden 
to the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture in Boston for test- 
ing. This service is provided with- 
out charge by the M.D.A, in co- 
operation with the U, Mass, Subur- 


ban Experiment Station in 
Waltham. 
Only one container of soil from 


your property is sufficient unless 
conditions are radically different 
from one area of your property to 
another. About one cupful of soil is 
all that is needed for a complete 
analysis. 

First, with a trowel or small 
spade, dig a chunk of soil toa 
depth of 6 inches from each quar- 
ter and the center of the areatobe 
tested. Slice a section of each 
chunk from top to bottom and mix 
your five samples together 
thoroughly, 

Place this mixture (no more 
than a cupful) in a clean container 
that will not come apart or break 
in shipping or transit. An ice 
cream container’ ‘is’ excellent. 
Glass .jars require very careful 


_packing to prevent breakage. 


Strong paper bags are 0O.K. if 
they are then packed in a sturdy 

X. 

Be sure to label the samples 
(front yard, back yard, garden, 
lawn, etc.) and include your name 
and address with the sample. Be 
sure to pack it so it will not 
come apart in transit. You may 
then bring or mail your sample 
to: Soil Test, Massachusetts De- 
partment of Agriculture, 100C am- 
bridge St., Boston, MA, 02202. 

A complete analysis of your soil 
sample will be sent to you by mail 
in about three weeks.

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of the actual motion of the valveis 
obtained. 

Detects Disease Early - The 
method, known as echocardiogra- 
phy or ultrasonic cardiography, 
is particularly effective in diag- 
nosing mitral valve stenosis, one 
of the more common heart dis- 
orders. In this condition, a valve 
becomes scarred and narrowed, 
so that it cannot open fully to 
transmit blood. The advanced 
stages of this disease frequently 
must be corrected by surgery. In 
its early form, the diagnosis was 
often difficult before echocardio- 
graphy. 

Ultrasonic cardiography is also 
used to determine enlargement of 
the heart chambers, to help find 
cardiac tumors, to assist in the 
diagnosis of some congenital heart 
diseases, and to locate abnormal 
fluid collections in the space sur- 


) rounding the heart. 


Echocardiography is totally dif- 


' ferent from the usual examination 


in which the physician applies a 
stethoscope to the patient and 
listens to the heart beat. The latter 
examination depends on audible 
sounds produced by the moving 
valves and turbulent blood. Echo- 
cardiography utilizes an external- 
ly applied ultrasound beam. 
Compared to X-rays - Like x- 


' rays, ultrasound beams are im- 
| perceptible. However, they are 


physically quite different. X-rays 
are electromagnetic waves like 
light rays, while ultrasoundtravels 
in mechanical or pressure waves. 
Therefore, ultrasound is a better 
method of studying muscle and 
fluid containing structures. In ad- 
dition, ultrasound is safer than x- 
ray. 

Although ultrasonic examina- 
tions may assist the physician in 


finding certain heart disorders, 
they must be supplemented with 
the history of the patient, physical 
examination, laboratory tests, 
chest x-ray andelectrocardiogram 
to complete a diagnostic eva- 
luation. 

When an echocardiogram is re- 
quired, the patient must usually 
be referred to a medical center, 
since the equipment at present is 
too complicated and expensive to 
maintain in most doctors’ offices. 


Salamanders Abound 


In N.E. Wet Lands 


Most persons who encounter 
them think of them as little alli- 
gators. 

Indeed, one would suppose that 
salamanders -- which do have the 
superficial appearance of lizards 
or alligators -- were rare in New 
England according to the Mass- 
achusetts Audubon Society. Few 
persons seem ever to have seen 
a salamander, even though the 
fairly common spotted salamander 
-may be as long as nine inches and 
is rather brilliantly colored with 
large yellow spots on its black 
body. 

In view of such facts, it sur- 
prises many persons to learn that 
salamanders are abundant in New 
England. In the season of spring 
rains they swarm across wei wood- 
land floors, appear in some wet 
cellars, and become especially 
active. 

It is the salamanders’ way of 
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life that makes them seem scarce. 
It is an ancient life pattern. Many 
biologists insist that salamanders 
and related amphibians may be 
the oldest terrestrial life forms. 
That they invented the practice 
of scurrying from water onto dry 
land, and perhaps set the example 
that led to reptiles, birds, 
mammals and man. 

The salamander overcame many 
limitations that confined early life 
to water. A few species of salaman- 
ders even developed lungs, 
although most salamanders get 
along without lungs very well. 
Even among those with lungs, some 
use the lungs a little and some 
hardly at all. 

The one thing salamanders 
never overcame was their critical 
dependence upon water. Sala- 
manders must keep their skins 
moist to breathe. And with few 
exceptions, salamanders lay their 
eggs in water and the young hatch 
as larvae whichremain ‘‘tadpoles’’ 
until they grow into adults. 

The necessity of keeping the 
skin moist limits the hours and 
weather that a salamander may 
spend on land surface. On a 
rainy, windless, cool spring night, 
salamanders can range about and 
feed on small insects, earthworms 
-- and even smaller salamanders. 
They can lay up fuel against the 
drier nights when their activity 
may be limited to an hour at the 
earth’s surface. On a windy night 


*-- or a cloudless day -- salaman- 


ders remain underground, beneath 
wet boards or logs, in caves or 
erevices -- any place that will 
keep the drying wind or sunshine 
from desictaing them. 

An often humid and relatively 
cool climate such as New Eng- 
land’s seems ideal for salaman- 
ders. 

Species of salamanders vary 
in the ability to retain moistness 
of skin. To some extent, the ability 
may determine whether a particu- 
lar species can live in a certain 
small area. In other words, in a 
comparatively dry situation sal- 
amanders which require high 
humidity to maintain skin moist- 
ness must limit the amount of time 
that they can spend at the surface 
pursuing prey. This can work 
against them in two ways, Either 
they are so unfit for the climate 
that they are unable to catch enough 
prey to keep alive. Or, they may 
find themselves at a competitive 
disadvantage with a cousin who 
can retain moisture more ef- 
ficiently and gather most of the 
available prey through longer 
working hours,

Stands 
Are Opening 


Most roadside stands across the 
state are now open and feature 
early vegetable harvests for your 
table, and seedlings for your own 
garden, according to the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Massachusetts crops in good 
supply now include bunch radishes, 
scallions, spinach, asparagus, 
parsnips, rhubarb, greenhouse to- 
matoes, and controlled atmosphere 
apples. McIntosh, Red Delicious, 
and Cortland apples have been 
ripened to their peak of flavor 
under scientifically controlled 
conditions and taste like they were 
just picked. It is a good idea to 
keep all apples in the refrigerator 
at home to retain their fresh 
flavor and firmness. 

The time has arrived to place 
tomato, pepper, and egg plant 
seedlings in the ground as the 
danger of frost has passed. If you 
haven’t been growing your own 
seedlings, you may buy healthy 
plants, ready to place in the ground, 
at your nearby roadside stand also. 
If you have any questions or prob- 
lems with your own garden, road- 
side stand operators will be more 
than happy to give you their expert 
advice. 

If you would like to try your 
hand at gardening, but feel you 
just don’t have the space, the Mass. 
Dept. of Agriculture now offers 
a booklet titled, ‘‘Mini-Gardens.’’ 

This booklet describes how easy 
it is to grow a few plants com- 
fortably in a limited area such as 
a window box, or a small box on 
your porch or patio.
